Edmonton, Nov. 7.—For the first 
time in a fortnight or more Premier 
Greenfield 4nd other members of the 
provincial cabinet met in a council 
meeting yesterday. This was the 
first of a series of executive confer- 
ences that will last out the week. 

“We have a very heavy agenda of 
business to deal with,” the premier 
stated last night when explaining that 
there was nothing to announce as the 
result of the meeting. 

He admitted receiving from A, F. 
Ewing documents relating to the 
charge against the late Liberal gov- 
ernment of “fake” printing orders, 
but said there was nothing so far to 
make public in this connection. The 
premier did not care to comment on 
the nature of the inquiry to be made. 

It was intimated by the premier 
that the question of by-elections for 
legislature vacancies would; be dis- 
cussed later in the week, and possibly 
some decision arrived at. Dr. Wil- 
liam Egbert, new leutenant-govern- 
or, was at the government buildings 
last week attending to certain duties 
which had been somewhat sony 
during the change of officers. He ex 
pects to remove from Calgary to Ed- 
monton this month and establish him- 
self at Government Bore which is 
being vacated by Dr. R. G. Brett.

NEW BEER SALES 
SYSTEM MOOTED 


Edmonton, Noy. 7.—The question of 
ithe sale of beer by the Alberta liquor 
Control Board in the smaller towns, 
instead of from warehouses operated 
by the brewers, is still under consid- 
eration by the board and no decision 
as to the future policy has yet been 
arrived at. 

The brewers of the province have 
been notified by the board that. its 
present intention is to handle the 
sale of beer in rural points by thé 
vendors and Commissioner Dinning 
says the board will be in a position 
to give the customers equally as good 
a service as was furnished by — the 
breweries, 

This proposal would mean the con- 
solidation. of warehouses run by dif- 
ferent breweries in the smaller

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POULTRY POOL 


IN OPERATION | 


Calgary, Nov. 6—The Alberta Co- 
operative Poultry Producers Limited, 
will actually put the provincial poultry 
pool into operation on Monday, Nov- 
ember 9. Produce will be marketed 
‘hrough the provincial government 
marketing service which has‘ head- 
quarters at Edmonton, Calgary and 
Lethbridge. 

The following” notice has been sent 
out to“all members of the pool: 

“On Monday, November 9, the pool 
will start to operate, In marketing 
produce gent to the egg and poultry 
marketing service at Edmonton, Cal- | 
sary or Lethbridge and be sure that} 
all eggs are marked “pool” eggs, and | 
all poultry marked “pool” poultry. 

“Get in touch with your other pool 
members in your locality and form a 
local poultry pool assoclation.” 

The notice Is signed by Mrs. F. B, 
Wyman, secretary of the pool. 

This means that the pool's market: 
ing will be done through the govern- 
ment marketing service for the time 


being. The government marketing 
service wil continue to market as 


usual, but all pool produce will be 
shipped in this way, giving 
the added strength of government 
backing. The arrangerment reached 
between the government and the ex- 
ecutive committee may be terminated 
on 380 days’ notice if the pool desires 
to operate its own service independ- 
ently. 


8.C, MILLS BENEFIT BY STRIKE | 


The strike of seamen in British 
ports has had the effect of diverting 
orders for approximately 20,000 tons 
of newsprint to British Columbia 
mills.

$2,360,022,809; during the month of 
October last year there was a decrease 
in the debt amounting to $9,057,776.

Correspondence work in remote 
districts of Alberta,” under the depart- 
ment of education, is this fall assum- 
ing even larger proportions than dur- 
ing the past two years, according to 
Hon. Perren Baker. There is now 
an enrolment of 570 students, with 
about 500 actively at work and many 
of them acquiting themselves with 
distinction. The first eight grades of 
the public school course are being 
covered. 

Students in districts out of conven- 
jent. reach of school  facflities are 
provided by the correspondence ser- 
vice with the means of doing the 
same work as those attending school, 
and the parents or other available 
helpers do the necessary supervising. 
Full instructions are mailed by the 
department, which aiso examines and 
marks the papers sent in by the pu- 
pils. The five hundred odd now on 
'the Hst are spread all over the pro- 
vinec, north ahd south, and represent 
a great number of more or less iso- 
lated ‘points,
